The transaction includes a change 
of r*wner«hip of the opera house and 
lobby only, and not the entire struc­ 
ture in which they are located. 


That the Quaker City may have, in 
the not far distant future, two thor­ 
oughly up-*to-date theaters, one entire­ 
ly new and the other very largely -o, 
as the outcome of the recent pur­ 
chase of the Grand opera house by 
J. Frank Kerr, seem s at the present 
time by no means improbable. Frank 
Mackay, who will manage the Grand 
until the expiration of the presell’ 
lease next May, stated Monday that 
C. W. Bippus, representing the Moore 
circuit, has I ie en in the city for two 
or three days and is expel ling at any 
time to com plete negotiations for the 
purchase of a satisfactory site for the 
erection of a new playhouse. 
Where the new theater will be lo­ 
cated 
is as yet very uncertain, a- 
Mr. Bippus and Rd L Moore, of the 
Moore circuit, who will reach this city 
Tuesday to aid in the purchase of 
the proposed theater site, have d e­ 
clined to make known the location of 
any of a number of available site#, 
on which options are understood to 
have 
already 
ibeen 
seem ed. 
Mr. 
Moore was reluctant to ei1h**r pur­ 
chase or re-lease the Grand, it is 
understood, at the term s offered, and 
Mr. Bippus is authority for the state, 
merit that it was considered a more 
feasible project to undertake the con­ 
struction of an entirely new and thor­ 
oughly modern theater, rather than Ic 
re-lease and extensively remodel the 
Grand.
